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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102b as being anticipated by Gentry (US 
2001/0003341 A1). With respect to claim 1, Gentry discloses a packaging container 
molded of a synthetic resin [0017] having a peripheral edge encompassing an opening 
of the container being corrugated in a horizontal direction (see Figure 1 below). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 2-4, 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Gentry. With respect to claims 2 & 3, Gentry discloses the claimed invention except for 
the waveform being in the range of 0.2-1.0 mm and the pitch being 0.5-5.0 mm, and the 
waveform not being more than 0.5mm and the pitch not being more than 1 .0 mm, 
respectively. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time the invention was made to configure the pitch and waveform as such, since it has 
been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable involves only 
routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 1980). 

With respect to claims 4, 7-8, Gentry discloses the claimed invention except for 
the corrugations being by providing minute projections and minute recesses throughout 
a flange formed at the periphery of the opening of the packaging container and then 
cutting the outer periphery of the flange to form vertical corrugations. However, it has 
been held that method limitations in a product claim do not serve to patentably 
distinguish the claimed product from the prior art. See In re Thorpe, 111 F.2d 695, 227 
USPQ 964 (Fed. Cir. 1985). Thus, even though a product-by-process claim is limited 
and defined by a process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. 
Accordingly, if the product in a product-by-process claim is the same or obvious from a 
product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though the prior art product was 
made by a different process. Thorpe, 111 F.2d at 697, 227 USPQ at 966; In re Marosi, 
710 F2.d 799, 218 USPQ 289 (Fed. Cir. 1983).

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/18/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Gentry discloses both vertical and horizontal corrugations as shown above 
in Fig. 1. The distance between two peaks CLEARLY demonstrates a horizontal 
corrugation and the amplitude in the vertical direction of one peak CLEARLY 
demonstrates a vertical corrugation.
